| Weatherman Has Cheerful Long-Range Forecast 


In this area the rainfall was only 56 yer 
cent of normal. 

A scientist at the University of Colo- 
rado also made a long-range forecast of 
more moisture the next few years. Basing 
his prediction on increased sun spot activity 
this year and for the next decade, he said 
the dry years are over for awhile, Accord- 
ing to his observations, it rains more when 
there are more sun spots. For the past few 
years ole Sol has been quiet and no pox 
marks have broken his surface. Consequent- 
ly, the weather has been dry and hot, In 
January and February, eruptions on the sun 
became more numerous and there was more 
rain and cold weather here, 

If somebody will just conjure up a few 
Sun spots at the right time during the sum- 
mer so it will rain and Coffee County cam 
have a good crop yield this fall, it will be 
deeply appreciated by all concerned, Only 
thing is, it is not necessary to conjure up 
as many spots as must have been erupting 
during the flood of ‘29.
